WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—-To pay a 
social call on United States army and 


navy officers, Claude Grahame- 
White, the English aviator, today 
sailed his Farman biplane from

avenue, a narrow street 
where his aeroplane had a space of 
only ten feet on either side between 


the fences of the White House of- 
fices and the State, War and Navy 
Building. 

Awaiting him on the Navy De- 
partment steps were the highest of- 
ficers of both army and navy, who 
warmly congratulated the aviator on 
his feat. Admiral George Dewey was 
one of the first to grasp his hand 
and. offer congratylations.

The Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
Beekman Winthrop, was one of the 
most interested spectators. Brigadier- 
General James Allen, chief signal offi- 
cer of the army, who has charge of all 
aeronautical work of the service, was 
enthusiastic over the maneuvering of 
the Englishman. 

Major-General Leonard Wood, the 
chief of staff; Robert Oliver, the acting 
Secretary of War; Major-General J.

JUDGE DISMISSES 
SUIT FOR $16,200 
AGAINST GARDNER 


Acquittal on Embezzlement 
Charge Is Considered Suf- 
ficient Evidence.

against Harry B. Gardner was dismissed 
by Circuit Judge Williams Friday, after 
Arthur N. Sager, Gardner’s lawyer, had 
argued that Gardner’s acquittal on an 
embezzlement charge, growing out of 
Gerardi’s claim, should be a sufficient 
defense in the civil suit. 

Sager was Circuit Attorney when 
Gardner was tried or the embezzlement 


charge, and his assistant, Grant Gilles- 
pie, conducted an unsuccessful prosecu- 
tion against Gardner at that time. 

Gerardi testified Wednesday that when 
he threatened to cause the indictment 
of Gardner, the latter replied, ‘It 
wouldn't do you any good, for I’ve got 
Sager and Gillespie fixed,”’ 

No Proof of Fraud. 

Objection was made Wednesday to 
the questioning which led to this testi- 
mony of Gerardi’s, but Sager said: 
. “Oh, allright, let him testify te that.’’ 

Gardner told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Friday, after the dismissal of the suit, 
that he had never made such a re- 
mark as Gerardi attributed ‘to him about 
Sager. He said that, on the contrary, 
he never pretended to have any influ- 
ence with the Circuit Attorney, and that 
he felt he was being persecuted when 
he was indicted. ‘I didn’t speak to 
Sager for three years after that indict- 
ment,” he said. 

Judge Williams, in instructing the 
jury to find a verdict for Gardner, 
said that no proof had been furnished 
of fraud in the transaction between 
Gardner and Gerardi, which was a 
deal for financing a proposed new 
hotel at Maryland avenue and King’s 
highway. 

$8000 Is Attached, 

“Gerardi! knew what he was doing,” 
said the Court. Gerardi had testified 
Thursday that Gardner hypnotized him, 


where he believed anything Gardner 
told hirn. 

Gerardi alleged that he put $36,220 into 
Gardner’s hands to be used inethe hotel 
deal in case: it went through, and that 
only a little more than one-half. the 
amount was returned to him, Gardner’s 
defense was that Gerardi bought stock 
in the enterprise, and that Gardner was 
under no ebligation to compensate him 
for his losses. 

The suit was defended by H. W. 
Femer as counsel for Marion C. Ear- 
ly, trustee in bankruptcy for Gard- 
ner’s creditors, and by Sager, as 
Gardner’s counsel. Gerardi had at- 
tached $8000 which is held by the 
Comonwealth Trust Co. to Gardner's 
credit, but Judge Wililams’ decision 
unless Gerardi appeals from it suc- 
cessfully, will deprive him of any 
claim to that sum. 

Sager argued Friday that the same 
matters heard in the civil suit had 
been heard in the criminal proceed- 
ing, and that Gardner's acquittal 
then should protect him against the 
civil action on the same charges.

‘ama Nov. 10, from Charleston. S. C., on 
the armored cruiser North Carolina, 
convoyed by the sister ship the Mon- 
tana. The President will be gone akout 
twelve days. 


The North Carolina and Montana can

This will give the President 
about four days on the isthmus.

Friday, and .if they ask me to race I 
will do so. 

Is Not Under Contract. 

“I am under no contract to fly each 
day. Therefore, when I learned that 
several Huropean balloonists were to 
arrive here Thursday afternoon, I went 
to meet them dnd spent'the rest of the 
day in their company. j 

“I sent my Bleriot here.- When I ar- 
rived I found that a St. Louis mechanic 
had assembled the machine. I have now 
forgiven this, because I believe the 
Aero Club’s intentions were good. But 
I had to take the machine apart and set 
it up again.” 

It is understood that Le Blanc is to 
be paid $3000 and his expenses by the 
Aero Club for hig flights in St. Loutls.

Walter had been selling some of 
these, his father said, without his 
knowledge, and spending the money on 
boys in the neighborhood. Louis Gro- 
teke, a cousin, saw him selling one of 
the traps Thursday, and reported it to 
the carpenter. 

Groteke was enraged, and questioned 
his son closely. The boy admitted that 
he also had withheld money his father 
gave him to buy groceries, and had 
them charged. In all, he had obtained 
about $14, his father said. 

Trembling with anger, Groteke bound 
his erring son to the post and began ap- 
plying the lash. Samuel Plant, a neigh- 
bor, begged him to desist, fearing he 
would permanently injure the boy, but 
Groteke would not. Then Plant called 
a policeman. 

Groteke remained in a cell several 
hours before he was released on bond 
signed by John Gockel of 4233 Meramec 
street, a butcher.

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 14.—Thomas J. 


Riggs Jr., a Government engineer who f 
has been at work on the Alaska bound- 


ary survey, reported yesterday the dis- 
covery far.north of the, Arctic circle of 
what he believes the highest mountain 
on the continent, exceeding Mount Mc- 
Kinley, the famous Alaska peak, by 
nearly 2000 feet. Riggs and his party 
discovered the mountain while at work 


‘on the boundary survey near the Por- 


cupine River, north of latitude 67. The 
mountain is east of the one hundred and 
forty-first meridian. 

Riggs estimates its distance from the 
Porcupine at 70 yniles, placing it close 
to the little known Davidson range. The 
party was unable to-get close enough to 
make accurate measurements but Riggs 
estimates its height at 22,000 feet. The 
height of Mount McKinley is 20,480 feet. 

Riggs said that the newly discovered 
peak, like Mount Rainier, stands alone, 
no other mountains of great height be- 
ing near. He hopes to get close enough 
to it next season to make accurate 
measurements of its height. No name 
has been given to the mountain.

“Conceited Demagogue,” 
and “Snarling Cynics” Are 
Topics of His Talk.

CHICAGO, Oct. 14.~In the gold room 


of the Congress Hotel, about midnight, 
in the presence of a distinguished din- 
ner assembly celebrating Columbus 
day, Vice-President Sames 8S. Sherman 
uncorked his wrath against the leader 
of ‘New Nationalism.” He named ‘no 
names but what he sald was blistering. 

The Vice-President was the guest of 
honor at the dinner. At his table wers 
Archbishop Quigley, Charles Murphy, 
Secretary of State for Canada; Senator 
Lorimer, Judge Baker of the Federa! 


| Court of Appeals, Carter H. Harrison (\ 
and-a distinguished array of church- 


men, including a mitred abbot. 
Ends Speech With Wallops. 

Sherman started on his- Columbus day 
speech calmly, but he electrically put 
life into the throng when he said: 

“We shall progress regardless of the 
harangues of demagogues drunk with 
thelr own conceit. 

“True virtue does not bluster. 

“It is the man behind the gun, cer- 
tainly not the explosion, that deter- 
mines the effectiveness of the shot. 

“The honest American citizen does not 
stand alone. There are nearly an hun- 
dred million of him. 

“The future deepnds not upon arro- 
gant dictators. 

“They may bluster, but they merely 
bark at the heels of progress. 

“The spirit of unrest and develop- 
ments toward anarchy are fargely due 
to the ‘crazy conceit and the dictation of 
demagogues.’ 


“Arrogant Dictators.” 

“The future depends not upon orators 
nor on arrogant dictators. 

“The American who is not an optimist 
has a distorted brain. The sun has its 
spots, but the orb of day never ceases 
to shine. 

“The citizen must wear honesty ae his 
closest garment, and be ashamed to 
make it a boast or te flaunt it as a 
banner. 

“True virtue isnot a matter of mon- 


ey or of social rank, certainly not of 


noisy pretense or harangues on the 
hustings. It has its home in cabin and 
cottage as well as in villa and mansion. 
It does not bluster. It is taught at the 
mother’s knee better than in excited 

‘Thus the reliance of free institutions 
is on the common people. Their thought, 
their sense, their convictions, must con- 
trol society and government. They will 
heed advice, rebuke, appeal, but they 
spurn command, compulsion, the in- 
solence of dictation. *‘ 

“Doubtless snarling cynics and critics 
have their use in the benevolent scheme. 
They may bluster and bark, but they 
are but episodes. 

“The world has been cursed with strife 
since Cain slew Abel. Every hand has 
struck at an enemy, not sought the 
grasp of a friend.” 

With the utterances of each of these 
apparently old platitudes, the Vice-Pres- 


lident was applauded, for no matter what 


his alibi may be, the banqueters thought 
he had a specific mark in view when 


he fired the shots.

Whereas, the prohibition move- 
ment is plainly in conflict with 


the BSavior’s peer which con- 
demned sin wherever He found it, 


but furnished wine -.at a marriage 

consecration and selected wine as 

an element of His Last Supper; 

Therefore, Be it resolved, that 
we, the conference of Lutheran 
ministers of the Synodical Confer- 
ence at St. Louls, Mo., though 
reprobating with all our might 
the prevalent abuse of liquor and 
of the liquor traffic, and though 
indorsing all proper measures for 
the betterment and for the pre- 
vention of the existing deplorable 
conditions, do nevertheless for the 
reasons afore stated declare our- 
selves against the present prohi- 
bition agitation as such. 

‘The resolutions were adopted unani- 
mously,”’ said Pastor Hemmeter. ‘On 
imost matters the ministers of our church 
would not have thought it necessary to 
act otherwise than as individual citi- 
zens. But in this case the prohibition 
people have taken the position that they 
represént religion and Scripture, and 
we felt it our duty as ministers to pro- 
test against such an assumption.” 


Ligtets’ meeting, at which the action was 
taken. The District Synod, which meets 
at Concordia, Mo., next Wednesday, 
will probably be asked to pass a similar 
resolution. “‘The position taken by our 
local ministers,’’ said Pastor Hemmeter, 
“represents correctly the position of the 
entire Lutheran Church in the United 
States on this questien, although offi- 
cially the meeting spoke only for the 
local clergy.”
